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WSL for’84? 





Victoria’s State Eeague clubs last week 
passed a resokstion which also certainly 
spells doom for the National League’s pro- 
posal to expand its competition to 24 teams, 


split into two regions. 


The NSL probably will be Jeft with no option but 
to adopt a back-up plan to regionalise its present 
16-team Jeague, without adding new clubs to it. 


D-day for the NSL is July 30, 
when its plans are put to the Austral- 
iam Soccer Federation for ratification 
or rejection. 

The two VSF delegates will join 
the NSW Federation delegates in op- 
posing the 24-team proposal. South 
Australia is expected to support Vic- 
toria and NSW, meaning the proposal 
will be rejected. 

In a move that strikes at the heart 
of the NSL’s ambitions, Victoria’s 
State League management com- 
mittee resolved that its clubs are not 
interested in joining a regionalised 
NSL unless the NSL reorganisation is 
nee ctiaved with and endorsed by the 


The Metropolitan League manage- 
ment committee, representing 56 
clubs, endorsed the State League’s 
resolution, which becomes a recom- 
mendation to the VSF board of man- 
agement. 

State League and Metropolitan 
League delegates represent a six- 
yote majority on the nine-man board 
of management. 

The VSF and NSW Federations 
witl push again on July 3 for asystem 
of super leagues run by State feder- 
ations. Top teams from each of the 
super leagues would advance to a 
national play-off for the Australian 
championship title. 

The federations argue that they 
have the administrative structure 
and the teams to set up such a 
system virtually overnight. 

They are likely to make the con- 
cession of running periodical ‘‘chal- 
lenge rounds’’ between super leagues 
during the season, as outlined in the 
eae re-organisation plan (see be- 
low). 

Federations believe that the NSL 
concept has failed; that it has cost 
federations millions of dollars in lost 
revenue, and that it already has 
helped destroy -clubs which took 
years to build up. 

Automatic promotion and relega- 
tions would be part of the super- 
league structure. 

In fact, it is believed that the VSF 
would be willing to re-organise all its 
leagues to facilitate quicker promo- 
tion through the ranks by the most 
effective, most ambitious clubs. 

The federations will argue that it 
is senseless to divide soccer’s re- 
sources between States and a Separ- 
ate NSL entity, and that only a net- 
work of State-run super leagues can 
give sponsor West Nally Ltd“funited 
soccer front to ‘‘sell” and promote. 

If, as seems likely, the NSL’s 24- 
team plan is scrapped by the ASF, 
the NSL could maintain its present 
format or go ahead with a regiona- 
lised version of it. 

The proposal for a 16-team re- 
gionalised competition is:

The same would apply to Section B 
teams, only in reverse.

In addition to the above, the teams 
would play a series of ‘‘challenge’’ 
matches which would count towards 
the championship. 

Here’s how the challenge games 
would work: 

Intra-conference challenge matches: 

Teams to play three times against 
other teams from within the same 
conference, according to positions on 
the ladder at the time (3 games). 
Inter-conference challenge matches: 

Teams to play three times against 
teams from the other conference, ac- 
cording to positions on the ladder at 
the time(3 games). 

In total, therefore, each team 
would have 28 matches leading up to 
the finals. 

Intra-conference challenge 
matches (within the one conference) 
would be organised on the following 
basis: 

Top team plays second team; 

Third plays fourth; 

Fifth plays sixth; 

Seventh plays eighth; 

etc 

Inter-conference challenge 
matches (against the other confer- 
ence teams) would be organised this 
way: 

Top team of one conference plays 
top team of other conference; 

Second plays second; 

Third plays third; 

Fourth plays fourth; 

etc. 

All challenge matches would be 
played as double-headers to max- 
imise crowds. 

At the end of it all, we would have 
a finals series. 

The top five teams of each confer- 
ence would qualify for the finals, 
with the Australian Conference play- 
ing in Sydney and the National Con- 
ference in Melbourne only. 


The two winners then would play 
the national final. 
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So that's the proposed reorganisa- 


tion plan for a 16-team NSL. 


The 24-team proposal — the one | 


that has been recommended by the 
NSL to the ASF, and the one that is 
likely to be rejected — is as follows.

Each Conference would have its 
own points table. 

Challenge matches would be added 
according to the same format in the 
16-team proposal, except that each 
challenge round comprises 12 games 
instead of eight. 

The proposal looks bad for teams 
outside Melbourne and Sydney, but 
the NSL argues that these teams 
cannot increase their quota of local 
derbies anyway, and have no option 
but to travel away for games. 

The proposal includes a recom- 
mendation that eventually, the 
league would look at including clubs 
from Penrith, Campbelltown, Gos- 
ford, Tasmania, Western Australia,

Since then, he's been with West Adelaide 
and Arsena) in England and also made guest 
appearances for Adelaide City before joining 
Sydney City. His 48 Australian games so far 
include 32 full internationals. He has scored 12 
goals in full internationals and 18 in total. 

While Kosmina is due to bring up the half- 
century, Alan Davidson of South Melbourne 
Hellas will play his 30th. match for Australia 
in Melbourne. Nineteen of them have been full 
internationals. 

After their scoreless draw in Sydney last 
Sunday, the game in Melbourne will be deci- 
sive for both teams. The series will be tied or 
won at Olympic Park. 

In Sydney, Australia gained its first ever 
draw in 13 games against England — a result 
which coach Frank Arok described as the 
greatest achievement in his coaching career. 

Arok conceded however that the remaining 
two games will be much more difficult. 

_ The first match already has proved of bene- 
| fit to national coach Les Scheinflug, for whom 
Arok is standing in, as it unearthed at least 
one new Socceroo for the 1985 World Cup qual- 
ifying series. He is 21-year-old Charlie Yankos 
(Heidelberg) whom former Socceroo captain 
Johnny Warren described as ‘Australia’s best 
sweeper since Peter Wilson.”

Decisive third

England manager Bobby Robson was bit- 
terly disappointed with his own team and is 
demanding dramatic improvement in the re- 
maining two matches. 

Phil Neale and Sammy Lee of Liverpool will 
be in the team now, and they will make it all 
the more difficult for the Australians. Luther 
Blissett will have acclimatised and his com- 
bination with Trevor Francis in attack should 
prove to be devastating in Melbourne. 

English FA secretary Ted Croker likened 
Sunday’s result with the FA Cup final between 
Brighton and Manchester United. Underdog 
Brighton managed a draw, but the class of 
United proved decisive in the replay. 

Whatever happens in the last two games, 
Australia deserves credit for its fighting dis- 
play in Sydney. 

The match probably was the last inter- 
national for referee Tony Boskovic whose age 
forces him to retire, 

England fans on the hill at the SCG chanted 
“You'll Never Walk Alone’’ even before the 
kick-off but changed their tune to ‘What a 
Load of Rubbish’ as it became more and 
more evident that the English were unable to 
break down the resolute Socceroos. 

The Australians had specific marking jobs, 
but they showed quite a lot of flair and tre- 
mendous confidence from the start, 50 much 
so that Jim Cant nutmegged John Gregory ina 
midfield build-up. 

Joe Watson, Phil O’Connor, Alan Davidson, 
Peter Katholos, Jim Cant, then O'Connor and 
Watson again, put together uninterrupted 
touches, ending with a miskicked Watson 
cross that goes over the bar — a fine passage 
by the Australians. 

Russell Osman is forced to pass back to 
goalkeeper Peter Shilton under pressure from 
Davidson and O'Connor a few moments later 
and then Katholos is obstructed by Steve Wil- 
liams as he tries to run onto a short through 
ball from Kosmina. 

Australian goalkeeper has his first touch, 
barring back-passes in the 17th minute when 
he comes out to catch a corner from Gordon 
Cowans. A minute later Greedy again is deci- 
sive in taking the ball after Mark Barham has 
nipped in and played it square into the box. 

There is a general air of strength and solid- 
ity about the Australian line-up, and about the 
attitude of the players who close down quickly 
all over the field, intent on making not the 
slightest concession to England’s fearsome 
reputation.

Brazilian attacking 
midfielder Geovani 
Silva and Uruguayan 
striker Carlos Agui- 
lera will become 
household names in 
world football going 
on their perform- 
ances in the 1983 
Worlid Youth 
Championship in 
Mexico. 


The Brazilian, known simply 
by his first name, emerged as 
the stoker in the engine room 
of a side that will go very close 
to Winning this championship 
after the one stutter against 
Holland in their opening game. 

The Brazilians struggled in 
that game after falling behind 
but Geovani pulled them back 
from the brink of defeat witha 
penalty, expertly converted, 
five minutes from the end. 

His ice-cool temperament 
again was evident in the next 
game, putting away another 
penalty kick in the clinical 3-0 
defeat over giant-killer Nige- 
ria 

Brazil finished up as group 
D's winner with a 2-1] win over 
USSR in the final game — and 
it was Geovani who scored the 
second goal, this time finish- 
ing off a well-worked move 
which started on the halfway 
line 

Aguiler has bowed out of the 
competition following Uru- 
guay’s elimination by South 
Korea in Monterey’ 

But the striker’s undoubted 
ability has already been well 
noted and his club in Uruguay, 
Nacional, already has knocked 
back a $200,000 offer for his 
transfer. 

Aguilera, who will turn 19 on 
September 21, scored two of 
the goals in the 3-1 win over 
Poland which gave Uruguay 
the top spot in Section B. 

He had earlier netted one in 
the 3-2 win over USA 

And he was among the most 
sought after players for after- 
match interviews by the South 
American media which has al- 
ready labelled him a super, 
star 

Uruguay s elimination may 
have proved a surprise for 
most, but for those who, like 
us, saw South Korea in the 
proup games, the result was no 
miracle 

The Koreans were by far the 
most skillful of the group Aust- 
ralia played in and only in- 
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Scotland’s Neale Cooper (No. 6) threatens Australia’s 
goal but is foiled by goalkeeper Anthony Franken and No. 
2, Ralph Maier. Behind Neale is Ray Viietstra. 


decision in front of goal cost 
them the two points against 
Scotland in the first game. 

Indeed their coach Park 
Jong-Whan said confidently 
after the team had qualified 
for the quarter finals, that 
were they to meet Scotland 
again, he was sure ‘‘the result 
would be different.” 

Jong-Whan, who in two 
World Youth Championships, 
has established himself as an 
astute tactician and a very 
capable decision maker — as 
well as a good cook — uses a 
very flexible 4-2-4 system with 
Lee Tae-Hyung (No 7) and 
Lee Hyun-Chul (No. 17) the 
two midfield flankers who do 
most of the damage. 

The team has only two tall 
players — central midfielder 
No In-Woo and goalkeeper 
Kim Pung-Joo and so rarely 
tries to match teams in the 
air 
But the players use their su- 
perior close control and com- 
plement it with boundless run- 
ning off the ball to create the 
Spare man all the time. 

Against Australia, the 
amount of space they got in 
midfield was almost embarra- 
sing at times and it was again 
their finishing that let them 
down. Otherwise that game 
would have been over long 
before the final whistle. 

But despite Korea's ex- 
cellent showing I still expect a 
South American team to win 
the competition — and I'd lay 
odds on a Brazil v Argentina 
final. 

The conditions suit both 
countries right down to the 
ground — and especially for 
the Brazilians whom the Mexi- 
cans regard as brothers — the 
support will be fanatical 

On the other hand, for the 
European and Asian sides left 
in the competition, the altitude 
and the heat will continue to 
eat into them and must at 
some stage affect them. 

And this is a general indic- 
ation for the 1986 World Cup 
which of course will be held at 
the same locations and more 
or less at the same time of the 


year. 
Despite the obvious dis- 
advantages, I still believe 


FIFA made the right decision 
to grant Mexico the finals tn 
“86. 

The country’s massive popu- 
lation just lives for the big 
soccer occasions and the fact 
is that most of the Youth 
matches were well attended 
even though they were held in 
midweek in early afternoons 
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or evenings during schooi and 
working hours 

The World Cup matches 
kick-off times will again be 
Staggered from noon onwards 
to suit Televisa, the Mexican 
television network which is 
doing most of the financing for 
the Mundial 

The one thing, that defini- 
tely has to be improved is 
communications. The Austral- 
ian Press encountered far too 
many problems with telex for 
comfort. But the people more 
than made up for the hiccups, 
Boing to extremes to make 
sure stories were eventually 
filed overseas 

From Australia's point of 
view, there is a general feeling 
of let-down at failing to make 
the quarter finals after coming 
so close. 

But if one is brutally honest, 
we did not play well enough to 
have come so near in the first 
place. 

The signs were evident in 
Costa Rica, with the defence 
pulled out of joint by an ordi- 
nary second division side. 

And the midfield was an 
utter disaster, almost always 
caught stretched and lacking a 
rea] ball winner. 

Some shrugged off the two 
Costa Rican results as unim- 
portant warm-up matches but 
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in Mexico 


the deficiencies again sur- 
faced against Mexico and were 
finally exploited by Korea — 
and we got our just deserts! 

The big plusses to emerge 
from the championship were 
the form of Anthony Franken, 
and to a lesser extent Tony 
Dakos. 

Franken made mincemeat 
of rumors that he does not 
have the temperament for big 
games 

He (and the post) were 
largely responsible for keeping 
out Mexico in the first game. 

But he excelled against 
Korea with some courageous 
dives at the feet of the strikers 
and flying across goals to stop 
two more screamers which 
seemed destined for the net. 

Dakos was used unsuccess- 
fully in midfield in Costa Rica 
but performed brilliantly when 
called upon as Sweeper in the 
second half against Mexico. 

He did not look back from 
then on, playing superbly 
against Scotland and being one 
of the few who could hold their 
head up against the Koreans

The uncertainty surrounding the immediate 


future of the NSL is not helping the game at 


Although the Council of 
Clubs did vote for a geo- 
graphical split in the 
league in 1954, only the 
bravest punter would bet 
that this will come about. 

Quite a number of clubs are 
having second thoughts about 
the matter while some State 
Leagues — notably NSW — 
will use their influence in the 
ASF to prevent any expansion 
of the NSL. 

Whatever happens, two 
things look as certain as they 
can look in our’soccer: there 
will be no top four and no re- 
legation at the end of the 
current campaign. 

And these two decisions will 
adversely affect the success of 
the season. 

The much maligned top four 
is Just about the only incentive 


for ambitious Clubs. — apart — 


from winning the title. 
Without that, clubs. cannot

players if there is absolutely 


why they should exert extra 
effort to do well, especially in 
the second half of the season. 

What glory is there ina sec- 
ond, third or fourth place this 
year? No special kudos, no 
place in the play-offs, no ex- 
citement for the fans, no finan- 
cial reward for the clubs. 

Sure. the two or three teams 
aiming at the very top will — 
or rather may — strive to 
finish first, more as a matter 
of habit than conviction. », 

But once teams fall back 
from the peak, they won’t give 
a damn whether they come 
second or sixth. And that will 
show in the match standards 
— and attendances. 

Much the same is the pre- 
dictable resuit of’ the no-re- 
legation edict. 

Why should 4 club — a Wol- 
longong, Footscray or Lions — 
tidy up its backyard, tighten 
its management, polish up its 
coaching and motivate its 
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no penalty in finishing dead 
last? 

’ x*«* 

Soccer — and sport in 
general — is built on in- 
centives and rather prim- 
itive passions. Success 
brings rewards, failure 
demands penance. 

The winners are hailed and 
feted, the losers ignored, pos- 
sibly penalised 

But not in the NSL, under 
the current set-up, there is 
hardly any reward for doing 
well and even less danger of 
being snubbed for failing. 

Sydney City won the title 
three years running — and is 
facing extinction as g Senior 
soccer club. Can you imagine 
this happening to Hamburg, 
A Roma, Liverpool or any 
other champion team? 

And that being the case, is 
there any reason at all why 
clubs in the NSL should spend 
money and effort on building a 
successful team? 

I'm afraid the NSL has dis- 
reparded these basic prin- 
ciples for 1983 — hence the 
poor standard of matches. 
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Whether you talk to offi-

cials, coaches, fans or 
even players, the general 
consensus of opinion is 
that the standard of games 
is slipping. 

In the past few days the 
same views were expressed to 
me by eminent people deeply 
involved in soccer. Marcon 
coach Doug Collins. top refer- 
ees Peter Rampley and Tim 
Davies, Sydney City stars Ken 
Boden and Willie Murray and 
others 

What they say all boils down 
to one thing: most of the 
matches are boring, flat, col- 
orless. 

Even Ron Greenwood ex- 
-pressed a similar view after 
the St George v Heidelberg 
Rome when he described our 
sotcer as “‘predictable™ and 
an “imitation of the English 
stuff which, at its worst, can 
be rather dreary, too. 

This, of course, may not be 
evident to some of the ‘‘lea- 
ding’ ASF administrators; 
you never see them at NSL 
matches 

Clearly they have better 
things to do thatn ‘“‘waste” 
their time watching the game 
which they are elected to ad- 
minister or are paid to man- 
age 


0/28's Murray a former 
rock ‘n roller 





Les Murray's passion for soccer climaxed 
late one evening in Wollongong in 1960 as he 
watched a delayed telecast of the European 
Cup final between Real Madrid and Eintracht 
Frankfurt and was “’totally captivated by the 
poetic beauty of what still is regarded by 
many as the greatest soccer match ever 


played.”’ 


Murray, a self confessed 
soccer romantic, probably will 
spend the rest of his attach- 
ment to the sport searching for 
the emotional high he ex- 
perienced as Real won 7-3. 
However, it is to his native 
Hungary that the roots of his 
addiction can be traced. 

“In the 1950's Hungary had 
the best national team in the 
world. Soccer was a.great talk- 
ing point. My father couldn't 
afford to take me to games but 
I read everything I could get 
my hands on about the sport,"' 
said Murray. 

Murray's TV_ education 
started in England in 1976. He 
was working aS a journatist 
there when a friend told him 
that back in Australia a nation- 
al competition was going to 
start and the Ten network was 
looking for a commentator to 
handle games in Sydney. 

“T went to Craven Cottage to 
watch Fulham playing Luton 
and I took along a cassette 
recorder to tape my match 
commentary, which I then 
sent to John Frank in Sydney. I 
can remember the fans look- 
ing at me and wondering what 
this idiot in the stand was 
doing, speaking into a cassette 
for the entire match, 

“The people in Sydney liked 
what they heard, They sent me 
a telegram telling me to con- 
tact Bob Gardam, a producer 
of London Weekend Tele- 
vision’s ‘Big Match" show. 
He was coming here to work 
on Ten’s coverage of the 
Philips League 

“IT auditioned for Bob by sit- 
ting next to Brian Moore and 
doing a taped commentary o 
the Chelsea v. Blackpool game 
at Stamford Bridge. I was ab- 


solutely petrified, sitting next « 


to one of the doyens of com- 
mentators. 1. thought that I 
was lousy, but Bob diked it and 
he sent it over here. That's 
how I got the job. 

“I thought it was going to be 
a bigger job than it actually 
was. The show ran for two 
years then it was dropped. It 
never had much of a chance. It 
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was buried jn the graveyard 
time slot and wasn’t properly 
promoted. Channel 10 wanted 
the rights to rugby league and 
like all the commercial net- 
works, it Was paranoid about 
offending the rugby league fra- 
ternity. On top of that, the 
standard of soccer wasn’t good 
enough to make it really com- 
mercially viable,” 
Nevertheless, Murray had 
gained an important foothold 


in a medium he was attracted . 


to. He'd been a singer in a Syd- 
ney-based rock and roll group, 
“The Rubber Band’', and had 
entered journalism some 
years earlier. In fact, Murray 
first had been drawn toward 
show business as an eight- 
year-old in Hungary, winning a 
literature festival with a poem 
recital. 

"| guess that was the start 
of this hidden show business 
thing. I've never been shy to 
get up in front of people and 
perform. It’s nota big ego trip- 
ping thing, in fact I con- 
sciously repel the vanity 
factor inherent in TV."’ 

Murray spent two years 
travelling to and from Bruce 
Stadium every fortnight, com- 
mentating on Canberra Ar-

Murray was born in Hungary. He migrated to Australia in 1957. He was 
living in England in 1976 when news broke that a national competition 
was to kick-off in Australia in 1977 and the Ten network was going to 
cover matches. Murray was hired as a commentator for channel 10. 


Two yoars later the natwork dropped its coverage. CTC 7 in Canberra 
then hired Murray to comimentate on Canberra Arrows’ home games, 
which he did for two seasons until he joined the fledgling 0/28 lata in 
1980. Ho has progressed from being a match commentator to being the 
principal on-camera host for 0/28's massive involvement in Australian and

rows’ games for the local CTC 
7 network Until the chance 
came to join the newly created 
TV wing of the Special Broad- 
casting Service. Channel 0/28's 
first locally produced outside 
broadcast was the 1980 PSL 
Grand Final in Canberra be- 
tween Heidelberg United and 
Sydney City. Murray was the 
match commentator, a posi- 
tion he won after 0/28 failed in 
its bid to lure big name com- 
mentators from England. 
Murray has been a resident 
0/28 commentator ever since, 
and has graduated to being the 
on-camera anchorman for the 
station's many soccer broad- 
casts. Murray no longer com- 
mentates on national league 
games, however he keeps his 
hand in by doing the voice-over 
for overseas matches. 

“Research is crucial with 
these games. The matches 
come in on video tapes either 
with foreign language com- 
mentary or no commentary, 
but you always have the start- 
ing point of knowing team line- 
ups and shirt numbers. 

“‘I watch the tape in front of 
a monitor for about 20 min- 
utes, just to famliarise myself 
with the game. I don't go right 
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through the tape because I 
think, after watching it once 
then doing a commentary at 
the second sitting, you'd lose a 
‘lot of the excitement which 
you try to transmit through 
your Commentary, 

‘Brazilian football is my fa- 
vorite. | guess you could call 
me a soccer romantic, I'm 
dead against anything that 
goes against entertainment 

Players, even though they 
get paid, still enjoy the game. 
No-one is going to tell me that 
Franz Beckenbauer plays a 
beautifully flighted pass and 
doesn't enjoy doing it 

“Players have the instinct 


to entertain and fans have the , 


instinct to be entertained 
Others in the pame aren't pro- 
polled by such instincts, Too 
many officials are in there for 
other than noble reasons. 
Noble reasons are ensuring 
that a community of people is 
entertained. That's what it’s 
all about 

“The most significant thing 
that I think has ever happened 
in soceer took place a few 
years back at Bayern Munich 
when there was a players’ re- 
volt. The players kicked out 
the club's millionaire presi- 
and his coach. Uli 
Hoeness took over as club 
manager. Such a move hasn't 
happened before or since. It 
was a very refreshing move to 
my way of thinking.” 

Like all TV sporting person- 
alities, Murray is open to criti- 
cism of being biased, espe- 
cially at national team level, 
but it is a claim, if ever lev- 
elled at him, he would totally 
reject. 

“I'm not a zealous patriot. 
In fact, it’s a trait I least admi- 
re. Flag waving is simply 
stupidity as far as I'm con- 
cerned 

“Sure, especially with our 
boys in the World Youth Cupin 
Mexico last week, my heart 
was with the Australians. I 


have a particular affection for: 


this youth team because they 
still have a playful approach to 
the game. They play the game 
for the game's sake. They had 
a chance to become heroes in 
front of over 500,000 kids play- 
ing soccer here. But you have 
to be unbiased in the media 
Take our loss to South Korea 
for example. If there were 
millions of Australians watch- 
ing that match and just one 
South Korean, I'd feel oblig- 
ated to him 

“I feel bad about us not 
qualifying for the quarter- 
finals but we didn't deserve to 
qualify. We were lucky against 


’ Mexico, our win over the Scots 


was thoroughty deserved, but 


South Korea was by far the . 


better team. We were weaker 
than I thought we'd be. I 
thought we'd shaw more skill 
and cohesion.

I don't-know. if-all this is the 
fuatt of the coaches. players — 
or just d@ sign of ‘the times 
when uniformity is the order 
of the day, Jeading to dullness 
und drabness 

This. of course, is not an iso- 
lated Australian phenomenon: 
most of the world suffers from 
the same malaise 


The playfulness of soccer 
which has been its main fas- 


’ cination for decades is vanish- 


ing, being replaced by physical 
qualities — speed, strength, 
courage, stamina. 


All these are absolutely nec- 
essary — but on their own, 
without skill and flair, they 
tend to turn soccer into gla- 
diatorial contests 

This is why the few Platinis, 
Zicos and Maradonas left int 
he world fetch such astrono- 
mical fees; they represent a 
dying breed 

As sport appears to move in 
cycles, I do hope that the 
present trend will give way to 
another era where, once again, 
soccer becomes more of a 
spectacle and less of a test of 
sheer strength 

And this will come about 
only when clubs, coaches and 
players all realise that what 
goes now under the name of 
“entertainment” is chasing 
fans away.

There would be 32 participants, 

.aprising the 24 NSE clubs plus the 
previous seasons champion teams 
from the top leagues of NSW, Victor- 
ia, Queenstand, South Australia, 
Western Australia, Tasmania, ACT 
and.

They would be split into two- 


regions of 16 teams each 

As part of the 24-team proposal, 
the NSL recommends also that its 
member clubs should participate in 


State-organised Cup competitions, , 


like the Ampol Cup. 

It also supports an eight-State 
interstate series played in October, 
and wants the right to play one or 
more club teams from overseas to 
help boost NSL funds 

And the NSL proposes producing a 
league programme common to all 
clubs, and to sell the programme 
through newsagencies. 

“All other local programmes 
should be banned,” the NSL says in 
its recommendation. 

If there is no change to the NSL, 
each of the 16 member clubs would 
have to pay an affiliation fee of $21,- 
000 towards the budget. 

If the 16 teams are regionalised, 
the cost to each club would be cut to 
$8000.

further, to $7000. 

The NSL proposed a new NSL 
Management committee com- 
prising: 

@ one delegate from each State 
Federation which provides one or 
more club to the NSL, to a total of 
Six} 

@ an equal number of delegates 
elected by the NSL member clubs — 
three from each conference: 

e@ the ASF president; 

e ex-officio members — the exec- 
utive director of the ASF, the ASF 
commercial director and the man- 
ager of the NSL. 

The NSL also wants all NSL clubs 
affiliated with their respective State 
Federations and given voting rights 
within the federations. The league 
suggests that the States should make 
State executive and board positions 
available to the NSL clubs. 

Administration of the regions 
should be the responsibility of the 
State federation secretaries. 

In giving its reasons for the need to 
regionalise, the NSL points out that 
in 1982, the league had to pay $510,000 
on transport — about $32,000 per 
club 

It adds that under present condi- 
tions, the league is not good TV mat-

A blast for kids’ coaching 


“The underlying reason 
for our failure to go further 
in a competition in which I 
thought we had a great 
chance of doing well in, is 
the lack of proper coach- 
ing in nurturing and polish- 
ing our local talent. And 
that problem, which exists 
on a national scale, is the 
number one drawback to 
the progress of the game 
here. Forget about 
cosmetics like ethnic 
names, bad grounds and 
administrative cock-ups. 
Lack of good coaching for 
our young players is the 
root of the evil in Austral- 
ian soccer.”’ 

Cosmetic, band aid, call it 
what you will. The ethnic club 
names policy of the ASF has 
been a source of controversy 
since its institution and 
Murray has definite vi ws on 
the subject. 

“Ethnicity is important. 
The game here wouldn't exist 
without it. The soccer revolu- 
tion in Australia was started 
by migrants and there's noth- 
ing wrong with that. We live in 
a multi-cultural society. 

“Deliberate abandoning of 
ethnic club names seryes no

particular purpose other than 
as a cosmetic to appease a fac- 
tion which would look or 
soccer as a foreign game. To 
hell with that Juventus is as 
much a part of Australian 
sport as is St Kilda. Morally, 
no-one should be told to hide 
their identity. 

“There have been no in- 
creases in crowd by forgetting 
about ethnic club names. I've 
seen migrants getting angry at 
the names being dropped. it 
hasn't chased them away from 
the games however. because 
they ve got nothing else." 

Crowds tn Australian soccer 
have dropped alarmingly since 
the heady days of the 1960's 
Murray simply puts the drop

He con- 
pratulates West Nally on its 
decision to become heavily in- 
volved in Australian soccer 
and he applauds the ASF's at- 
tempt to try and market the 
zame, ‘if ifs good enough to 
be marketed,"’ he adds. How- 
ever, he is a staunch supporter 
of the amount of soccer shown 
on 0/28, and claims that the 
station holds a record which is 
unparalleled on a world wide 
scale 

“We have more soccer in 
volume and variety than any 
channel tn the world. We show 
soccer from all over the world 
Ive lived in England, and I 
can assure you that the total 
amount of soccer Shown by the 
BBC in a week, isn't half of 
what we show here.“

0/28 explains match choices 


SIR, — I refer to the 
letter from Alex Talevski 
of Nunawading (‘‘Soccer 
Action, 25/5/83) who asks 
under what criteria does 
Channel 0/28 choose its 
Sunday evening Match of 
the Day and suggests that 
Preston should have been 
featured more often. 

Let me say at the outset 
that, reflecting on Preston's 
present good form and league 
position, one can only sympa- 
thise with Mr Talevski’s 
VIEWS. > 
However the difficulty is 
that for reasons of logistics 
(the booking of outside broad- 
cast Units, communication fa: 
ciliues ete) the matches have 
to be chosen weeks in advance 
and one, sadly, cannot predict 
that far-ahead just who-will be 
leading or playing well in the 
championship 

Mere form being thus hin- 
dered as the main criterion, 
the matches are chosen based 
on a combination of other fac- 
tors, The main one of these is 
that, if possible, the match be 
of interest in both Melbourne 
and Sydney As Channel 0/28 
does not yel transmit to areas 
outside these cities, and inter- 
state stations do not take the 
coverage, Mr Talevski will 
probably note that none of the 
Matches of the Day this year 
has featured teams from Bris- 
bane, Newcastle, Wollongees: 
Canberra or Adelaide. 

This should explain how six 
of the ten matches featured so 
far have involved teams from 
both Melbourne and Sydney. 
The other four, where Mel- 
bourne versus Sydney con- 
frontations were not suf- 
ficiently tantalising, were 
made up of local derbies. 

In the first ten rounds of the 
campaign Preston had been 
paired with Sydney opponent 
three times. and one of those 
{against Sydney City at the 
Connor Reserve) was the 
Match of the Day. On only two 
such occasions therefore was 
Preston overlooked. 

Let me run through the first 
ten NSW Matches of the Day 
and why we chose the matches 
that we did 


(ROUND 1) Marconi v South 
Melbourne. On this day Pre- 
ston played Footscray, featur- 
ing both teams from Mel- 
bourne Big-spending South 
Melbourne's first outing, 
against the former champions 
and against Rale Rasic’s 
former club, was by far the 
round’s most attractive fix- 
ture. No one, with the best of 
wills, could have foretold at 
this time that Preston would 
lead the championship six 
weeks hence, 


ROUND 2 South Melbourne 
y Sydney Olympic. Billed as 
probably the match of the 
year, the enormous promise of 
both teams, not to mention 
their combined following 
made this the obvious choice. 
On the same day, Preston met 
Heidelberg. Had that match. 
been chosen, the viewing au- 
dience would have been denied 
a game that attracted 15,000 
plus fans 


ROUND 3 Sydney Olympic v 
Sydney City. Preston played St 
George on the Saturday 


ROUND 7 Footscray v Mar- 
coni. On this day Preston met 
Leichhardt in Sydney. Our 
policy of alternating the 
venues between Sydney and 
Melbourne wherever possible 
that week took our cameras to 
Metbourne Though cameras 





had nothing of course to do 
* with it. our viewers were luck- 
ily treated to four goals at the 
Schintler Reserve while Pre- 
ston's game with Leichhardt 
ended in a scoreless draw 


ROUND 10 Sydney Olympic 
v St George. Again the draw 
fell to a Sydney match while 
Prestgn were playing South 
Melbourne, at the time in 
gloomy times, at Middle Park. 
Admittedly the choice would 
otherwise have not been easy. 
But, like Preston, last year’s 
runners-up St George had not 
been featured on Match of the 
Day while again, fortunately 
for our viewers, there were 
three goals to be seen at Prat- 
ten Park while no goals fell at 
Middle Park. 


ROUND Il Preston v 
Sydney City was our Match of 
the Day 


In rounds 4, 5 6 and 8 Pre- 
ston played against opposition 
outside of Sydney or Mel- 
bourne while round 9 was post- 
poned because of the NSW v 
Queensland Fixture. 


I trust this will demonstrate 
why Preston was not featured 
more often on Match of the 
Day. Choosing matches of the 
day in soccer is almost like 
choosing national teams. for 
every ten people asked, there 
are likely to be ten different 
opinions. But we do try to be 
fair to all clubs in our presen- 
tation of soccer, whether it be 
on Match of the Day, or on our 
other soccer programs. As I 
mentioned, the choice of the 
Match of the Day on 0/28 is 
based on a combination of fac- 
tors. meant as far as the NSL 
draw will allow us to ensure 
that the program content has 
the widest possible interest 
and is fair to all. Singling out 
teams we may wish to avoid is 
certainly not one of them

Not since Trevor Francis’ emergence 
over a decade ago, has the progress of a 
young striker been watched as closely in 
England as that of Paul Walsh. 


For over three years, Walsh, who will be 21 in Octo- 
ber, has been almost universally cited as a player of 
exceptional promise. 

Excellent close ball control, awareness, a good shot, speed 
and — despite lacking height — power in the air, are attribut- 
es which have made him the great hope among English for- 
wards 

As a schoolboy footballer, Walsh represented his native 
Blackheath and London. An outstanding all-round sportsman, 
he also won a Kent under-12 badminton championship. 

To become a professional soccer player was always 
Walsh's ambition and he found both Chariton Athletic and 
Millwall eager to fulfill it upon leaving schoo]. The former 
club was chosen — a club he had supported from infancy. 

Walsh had played just three games for a Charlton team des- 
tined to finish bottom of Division Two when he gained his first 
junior international cap and was in the squad which won the 
1980 UEFA Youth Tournament. 

Under the guidance of England youth manager John Cart- 
wright and Alan Mullery at Charlton, the youngster made re- 
markable headway during 1980-81. 

Despite being heavily marked throughout the campaign, 
Walsh scored 11] vital goals as Athletic clawed its way back 
into Division Two. 

At the higher level, he did even better — 13 goals for a 
distinctly mediocre combination, 

Inevitably, England's premier clubs sent their scouts to 
view a player whom the Press was now raving about. 

Mullery though was adamant his best asset would not be 
sold, stating: ‘There is not enough money in football to buy 
him.’ 

But Mullery was to leave at the end of the 1981-82 season, 
decrying Charton's lack of ambition. There was little doubt 
that Walsh would not be far behind him 

A $700,000 transfer took the mercurial goalscorer to Luton 
Town, which had just won a place in the First Division. 

His uncanny instinct for goals was responsible for some 
truly spectacular strikes during the early section of last term 
—one mazy dribble, culminating in an acutely angled drive 
against Notts County won a televised ‘'Goal of the Season”’ 
competition 

THis proficiency won elevation to England's under-21 
team. : 

During Luton's subsequent plunge down the ladder, goals 
dried up: But form was regained as the ‘‘Hatters’’ made an 
amazing last gasp escape from relegation Walsh’s hat trick 
against Swansea was crucial in keeping Luton up. 

In the midst of the Bedfordshire side’s darkest hours, news- 
papers speculated that Luton’s spearhead would soon be join- 
ing a major club. Even Internazionale Milan was mentioned. 

Soccer journalists have now turned their attention to other 
matters, even if only temporarily, for it is unlikely that Luton 
will reach the heights in the football world to equal Walsh's 
expectations 

In the meantime though, the Londoner is content to concen-

Although not 21 until July 12, he already has more than 100 
league appearances to his credit. 


Born in Folkestone, Kent, Barham was a laborer until 
plucked out of obscurity by Norwich and offered an apprenti- 


He was still serving his apprenticeship when making a 
senior debut at Manchester United in a First Division fixture 
in November 1979. City lost 0-5 and the young linkman was not 
called upon again for a further five months. 


Despite this long stint in the reserves, Barham proved him- 
self worthy of full professional status with his club and a 
place in England's youth team. 


In the 1980-81 season, he established himself in City’s rele- 
gated line up. It was during the following term though that 
Barham came of age. 


His dash and guile in midfield were invaluable as the 
“Canaries’”’ immediately reclaimed a place in Division One. 
Although not a prolific marksman, he scored a crucial goal at 
Leicester in the game that virtually clinched Norwich’s place 
in the premier grade. x 

During the just completed campaign, Norwich defied most 
predictions by staying clear of the demotion zones. Barham 
was among their most prominent performers throughout. 

For all his high-performance efforts, the midfielder, who 
for some obscure reason, is nick-named ‘‘Porky’’ by team- 
mates, seemed to have won few admirers outside of East 
Anglia.
